THE PEKIN IN A TYPHOON, 

‘The steamer Pekin, which arrived in Hong= 
kong on Ssturday, brings 2 report of her 
experiences in tie typhoon which passed 
over the Chita Sea between Hongkung and 
Swatow on the lith‘and 1&th ult. The 
Pekin left Hongkong for Amoy on the 16th 
September, with a cargo of kerosene. All 
went well till the evening of the 1ith, when 
@ Btrong nurth-easterly gale sprang. up, ace 
companied by a heavy heal sea. At this 


time the little steamer was in suoh a position 
that the captain could not run for shelter, 
Tho barometer was Zelling fast and every- 
thing betckened-the approach of a typhoon. 
All possible precautions werg accordiogly 
taken, About 10 p.m. the wind-cume in 
guats with.typhobn force, andes the Pekin 
Taboured heavily in the raging wea, ship- 
ping large quantities of water, her position 
appeared s9st critical to all on board.. The 
Aslatios who: composed the crew got intoa 
atate of alarm, aud in their terror were any- 
thing but disposed te carry. out the orders 
of the offfcers.:: After consyltation with his 
officers, Captaia Matthews determined, 
considering. the’ -inminent danger of -his 
veasol, to jettison. a—portion of. the .cargo..

The first 10 pages of Tract No. 2 are a 
careful summary or esseuce. of xi] ‘the 
abominable and borribie crimes attributed 
to Christians, sorved up aireeh with somo 
additional touches still beyond whut was 
thought unsurpassed in the filtbiest 
imagination, The author of this diaboli. 
cil tract has written it in easy verse and 
in mandurin, with the care und compicte- 
ness af a master in literary ability, in 
order to mutke his ideas as widely knowg 
as possible, and. in. drdor.to: ronse ap. the. 
indignation of the whole land against 
foreigners, He ekilfuliy blonds the numes 
of Homan Catholic priesty, Protestant 
missionaries, and Christian people of 
every name, rank, and country, ao as to 
direct the hatred of his countrymen 
ugaiost all forciguers without distinction. 
He ceneludes by calling upen all to be 
ready at a moment's actico of the 
gong to rash ont with their woupous te 
exterminate the foreigner and to possess 
themselves of bie wealth! That is the 
bait. The rich are to help with their
